1. The Town Board has determined that the Proposed Action is an Unlisted Action under SEQRA
and that a coordinated review shall be conducted.

2. The Town of Alden Code Enforcement Officer is directed to send notice of this resolution to the
New York State Department of Transportation; Erie County Department of Planning and the Genesee
County Department of Planning.

3. The Town Board has determined that it should be the Lead Agency for all environmental review
of the Proposed Action.

WHEREAS, The Town Board after full and careful review and consideration of the request finds
that it is in the public interest to authorize the core sampling.

1. The Town Board approves the hiring of Nature’s Way to take twenty fore core samples, as
described above, at a total cost of $2,280.00;

2. Gary Wagner is authorized to sign any and all necessary documents to effectuate this hiring;
